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In his Mono.»'i’a])]i of the Fossil S(jiiali(hn of the United State's 
Oil>hes assn^ns the name Carrluirodon inortoi)/ to two ineoniplete 
teeth, statiniz’ that with the exee]>tion of a single speeiinen in tlu' 
cal)inet of F. S. Holmes, of Charleston, he had met with noiu* 
elsewhere. The species was oriu-inally descrilx'd in the Proceed- 
ing's of the Academy of Xatnral Sciences of Philadelphia for 
1847, pairo 2GG, the descriptions being repeated in the Journal 
of the Academy for 1848, page 14G, and one of the specimens 
shown in figure 4o, plate xxi. 

The essential part of th(‘ deseri}>tion consists in the statements 
that '0.)()th the outer and inner surfaces are convex and promi- 
nent, the latter trebly so.'’ and the root is immensely thick, an 
inch and a half, and constitutes moi-e than half the Indk of the 
tooth.’’ The figure shows the tooth to have lieen unusually 
thick and swollen for a tooth of (A.ircltnrndon, and that the root 
was irregular in shape. 

A. Smith Woodward, iu his Catalogue of Fossil Fishes in the 
British .Museum, places ('arrJiarodoit iiwrtoni, with several other 
reputed species of the genus, in the list of those ^ recog- 

nized u|)on the evidence of detached teeth, though it is not 
im])rohahle that some of the names are synonyms '’k’' 
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Ainomi; the sjK'rinu'DS of ( drcJiarodon in tlu* United States 
Xational ^fuseinn is a very perfect and l)eaiitifiil tooth, collected 
])V Ira Sayles in tlio vicinity of Uiclimond, Va., wlii(‘h agrees 
very well with (lihhes’ desci‘i])tion and figure of U. wortoni. Al- 
tliough V(‘ry thick and massive, the specimen presents n curi- 
ously distort(‘d and ])ulg(*d appearance, ])recisely as if it liad 
hc(‘n s])read out hy ])ressure on the apex of the tooth. On the 
antei’ior face are evidences of injury, and from tliis lias undouht- 
edly resulted the unusual slinjjc of tlie tooth. Tlie specimen 
figured 1)V Oil)hes lias the same unnatural, swollen look as the 
tooth in the United States Xational iMuseum, and there can he 
no doul)t hut that it too is a mere alinorinality, ])ossihly caused 
by a similar accident to the t(.)oth while young. 

The extreme rarity of examples of < drch(n’o(hm wort o) n in 

accord with the su})]M)sition that they are nier(‘ly abnormal 
t(‘(dh, and as lateral cusps are lacking in the tew s})ccimens 
record(‘(l, (tttrrhorodoo mortoni tiihhes, should stand as a syno- 
nym of (dan'lmrodoo mr(f(iIo(h>H Agassiz.
